The Late Elections— Something About 
the Abattoirs of Paris — An Inci- 
dent. 

Paris, France, Nov. 25, 1809. 
Another word respecting the Paris elec- 
tions. of which I wrote you the other day.

I now have 
the advantage of looking at the subject in the 
light shed upon it by the press of Paris and of 
London; and I am not a little gratified to find 
that, on reviewing my opinions in that bright 
though somewhat parti-colored medium, I s -e 
nothing to amend. The leading jouma's of 
the “two cities” take substantially the same 
view of the elections; aud that view is the 
one I expressed to you in advance. It clearly 
appears to he the true one. “Coming events” 
may falsify it, but if they do they w ill fal-ify 
“their shadows.” However, the legislative 
body, as I stated in my former letter, will meet 
the 29th instant, when we shall all see more 
than we now see. What 1 see I will tell you 

THE ABATTOIR’S. 

I should like to give your uiuravelcd readers 
a just idea of Pans, but I despair of realizing 
my liking. It is not worth while to try. Tha 
city as a whole 1 shall have to dismiss w ith the 
favorite expression of descriptive impotence: 
It “must be seeu to be appreciated.” 
Nobody, I believe, Las been rash enough to 
try to picture it, while almost every American 
wno haa seen it has tried to picture some of 
its more picturesque parts, *o that nothing of 
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Louisville in the Lead. 

A slgiiil proof of the superiority of Louisville 
manufactures bis just been given, from a dlrec- i 
tlon not anticipated by any one. A plow-manu- I 
faeiurtng Arm, in the upper lead of the city bas 
Ju-t received an order for a lot of sugar-cane 
wheel-plows; when Eulsutd to be shipped to i 
Jamaica, via New York cltr. 

The purchaser, or party ordering, did not slop j 
In New Ygrt — where he would Daturally be ex- 
pected to stop— nor in Philadelphia, nor In Plus- j 
burg, nor even In Cincinnati; but pissed through 
or by them all, and picked out a LouDvllle firm 
to do bis work for Mia. And why? There can | 
be but one reason. The manufacturers of Louis- i 
Title, so far as we have been able to learn. In 
about twenty-’.hree years' acquaintance, have } 
been more anxious to give full value for the moo- ; 
ey than to gather In that money rapidly. They j 
have made it their unvarying rule to look to | 
the future for their more perfect reward. 
They have tot gouu to work wl h an efiort 
to take tha world by storm— to fill Its 
markets at onca with their products, aud. iu or- 
der to do so, forced them -elves to get out their \ 
wares ir a hu:rv. before they were finished, or J 
If finished, thrown together with a Spalding’s- | 
glue kind of workmanship, which would keep 
the parts together only while on show. They 
have Invariably done good, ;honest work, 'they I 
nave adopted as their motto “do to other* as you 
would have others do to you." They have done 
ibis Dorn principle, not policy; for, though it Is 
•aid, that “houestv is the best policy,” yet with- 
out principle, policy would not hold out. He 
who Is honest from pilicv only, will never con- 
tinue honest loug enough for the public to dis- 
cover his honesty; he is too Impatient, too 
too time— e. nnsr. Only the man who Is 
"ones:, beciuse hone*t> is one of the caidtnal 
points of Ms nature, w llljcver continue thus long 
enough to gain a Ju-t recompense, because the 
rewaid of well-doing Is too olten like casting 
bread upon the waters. It w ill appear “after 
manvdavs.” 

The conscientious workman Is like the truth- 
ful mar. He kno*s that “truth Is mighty and 
will prevail" lu the end, casting down to a de- 
served Ignominy all who would misrepresent 
and falsity: therefore he yvalts pai'entlv for tls 
vindication, knowing It wlil Come, and come 
with r.n overwhelming power. And herein ts to 
be fouud ono of the reasons why LouDvlile man- 
ufacturers have been behind tho.-e of other cities 
In maklug their way luto the mark*:* of the 
world. 

We do not be-Laie to sav that not only will the 
products of Louisville factories stand wear and 
tear as well a* the manufactures of any other 
point, but we go beyond and »tate, without fear 
of succe>sful contradiction, that ihev are greatly 
more serviceable, vastly more ussful, because 
made “for use and not for show." 

This honesty in workmanship Is not routined 
to any one branch of business; it is general; It is 
“therulpand nott'.b-J'xoeptlon.” E sawnere It 
Is “ihe exception and not the rule.” If It be 
stated that numbers of establish men’s which 
have been In operation for years seem to occupy 
about the same po-ltioa they did years ago. and 
If It be asked why It Is so if the character of 
workmanship ts so superior, we ans*er, 
for several reason.-: flr*t, It does not 

ndv«m e itself very extensively, does 
not push Itself upon the market; sec- 

ond, It cannot be sold at quite so low a price as 
the Inferior product, which looks Just as well, 
and people are too of en aetl-fled to buy a good- 
look'n i article oefor s a good one, provided the 
cost Is a little less, ckber reasons could be given 
at this time, lwfw;i«!-*erve them for another ar- 
ticle, in which the *lra will he to speak In honesty 
and candor of “our Merehauui and Mnnur&c- 
turers” (for our merchants are In the same toat 
with our manufacturer.-), “fhelr mutual relations 
and their common mistakes.”

THE MEETING.

THE CAPTAIN’S SPEECH.

stoek market for the whole of Paris. Here- 
in, as in other things, progress, you perceive, 
is the movement from multiplicity and isola- 
tion toward unity and harmonv. The abattoir 
which is destined to supersede all other* i- 
situated between two canals ou tiic 
uortheastem border of Pari*, ju-t be- 
yond tbe fortifications which eucirclu 
the city. A high and massive 
stone wall, pierced at tne principal entrance 
by eleven gates in au elegant railing nearly 
two hundred yards loug, surrounds the spucc-, 
which measures about sixty-seven acres, cov- 
ered with pavilions, some of which arc stabh - 
for the doomed annuals, and the rest slan.L 
ter-bouses proper, divided into apartmcti* 
called echaudoirs, the French for scalding 
houses. At the entrance of each echaudoir 
there is fixed in the floor an iron ring, throng, i 
which a rope, previously fastened to the bom-< 
of the auimal to be slaughtered, is passe I and 
drawn tight by means oi u pulley; the victim, 
when its head is. brought finally to the floor, 
receiving its death-blow from a blunt pick. 
The cattle in the stables are the pictun-.- of 
case and comfort. They cat, drink, and are 
as merry as befits the brute estate, not dream- 
ing that to-morrow they die. Alas! such 
is other life than that of cat- 
tle. There arc now in active 
operation sixty-four oavilious, perfectly ven- 
tilated, perfectly washed, und perfectly 
druiucJ, the sewerage, nearly five miles in ex- 
tent, ramifying iu every direction throughout 
the ground. The cleanliness of the whole e- 
tabllsbmcDt is extraordinary. Iu addition to 
the pavilions, there arc triperirs, for melting 
and boiling tripe aud calves’ feet, aud wettin - 
houses, for trying tallow, with attics for drv- 
iug skins, lolts for fodder, aud so forth.

SCPREME COURT DECISION— TAX ON BANK 

CIRCULATION. 

In the Supreme Court the case of Veazie, 
cashier of the bank of Bangor, vs. Jeremiah 
Famo, collector, Chief Justice Chase de- 
livered the opinion. After referring to the 
change in tin- banking system, brought by 
uecessary legislation to meet the exigencies 
which arose in the finances during the war, lie 
rehearsed iu detail the action of Congress rela- 
live io the issuance of Treasury note.-, tin- 
es tablisliment of national banks, and the tax- 
atiou imposed on the latter and on State 
banks. The general question to be consider- 
ed is, whether or not the tax of 10 per cent 
on Stale banks, or national banks paying out 
the notes of individual or Stute banks, 
used for circulation, is repugnant to the 
Constitution. It is presented by a certificate 
of a division of opinion between the Judges 
ot the United States Court for Maine, in a 
suit by the officers of the Veazie Bank against 
Jeremiah Fenno, Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue, for the recovery of tax penalties and costs 
paid under protest. The bank is a corpora- 
tion. chartered by the State of Maine, and 
the notes on which the tax was imposed were 
issued by State authority. The Judges disa- 
greed on three questions. First, whether the 
second clause of the ninth section of the act 
of Codffieu of July. I860, ULdt-r which the 
tax was collected, is a valid and constitutional 
law. The other two questions arc dlflereut in 
form. 

Chief Justice Chase review ed at length the 
question ol the powers conferred upon Cou- 
arcsB relative to taxation and the kind of tax- 
ation authorized by ihe Constitution. Pre- 
vious decisions in the court were referred to 
as showing that direct taxes comprehend on- 
ly taxes on land or perhaps taxes on personul 
property by general value and assessments in 
the 6everai States. It follows that the power 
to tax without apportionments extends 
to all objects. Taxes on others are 
included iiudct heads of taxes not 
direct, duties on imports and exports, and 
must be collected by a rule of uniformity. 
The tax under consideration is a tax on bauk 
circulation, aud may be classed under the 
head of duties, and certainly is not, in the 
sense of the constitution, a direct tax. It may 
be said to come within the same category as 
that on incomes of insurance companies, winch 
this comt has held not to be a direct tax. In 
previous decisions the question of taxation of 
a franchise granted by a State does not enter 
into this ease, as the object of taxation is not 
the franchise, but property created on con- 
tracts made and issued under its franchise 
or power to ionw bank bill.-. Railroad 
freight receipts, bills of lading and passen- 
gers’ tickets are not exempt from taxation by 
any relation to the States granting a charter 
of the railway, and it seems difficult to dis- 
tinguish the taxation of notes issued for cir- 
culation from the taxation of railroad con- 
tracts. Both descriptions of contracts are 
means of profit to the corporations issuing 
th -in, and botli may properly be made con- 
tributory to public revenue. The plea is that 
in this ease tax ffe so excessive as to indicate a 
purpose on the part of Congress to destroy 
the irancliiseof the bauks aud is therefore be- 
beyouu the constitutional powers of Congress. 
This question cannot be determined by 
the court. The judicial cannot prescribe to 
tbc legislative department of the Government 
limitations on the exercise of acknowledged 
powers. The responsibility of the legislature 
is not to the courts, but to the people. Hav- 
ing, in the exercise of undisputed constitu- 
tional power, undertaken to provide a 
cnrreucy for the whole country, it 
can’t be questioned that Congress may 
constitutionally secure the benefit 
of it to the public by appropriate legislation. 
To this end, Congress has denied the quality 
of legal tender to foreign coins, and has pro- 
vided by law against the imposition of base 
coin upon the community. To the same end, 
Congress may discourage by suitable enact- 
ments the circulation as money of any notes 
not issued under its authority. Without this 
power, indeed, its attempt to secure a sound 
ui.d uniform currency for the coumry must be 
futile. Viewed in this light, as well as in the 
other, as a duty on contracts or properly, we 
cannot doubt the constitutionality of the tax 
under the Constitution. The three questions 
certified from the Circuit Court of the district 
of Maine must, therefore, be answered affirm- 
atively.

FRAUDULENT bounty bonds. 

New York, Dec. 13.— Considerable excite- 
ment was created among money lenJers to- 
day, by the discovery of more frauds in alter 
ing New York State bounty bonds. The 
amount of the loss ascertained to far is over 
$500,000, scattered among banks and brokers’ 
firms. Some failures were reported among 
brokers owing to these frauds, but no public 
announcement has been made of them, and 
their matters will probably be arranged 
privately. The firm of W. £. Gray <fc Co., 44 
Broad street, issued and obtained loans on 
these altered bonds. Mr. Gray’s father is 
chaplain of the Senate at Washington. 
Mr. Gray brought to New York 
letters of recommendation of the very 
highest character os to integrity from Mr. 
Callender, the bank examiner, Gen. B. F. 
Butler and other well-known Senators, Rep- 
resentatives and officials. There are good 
reasons for believing that this fraudulent al- 
teration of certificates has been carried on 
to a very large extent. It is a singular lact that 
Mr. Gray waa most successful in victimizing 
the sharpest, experienced baukers and 
money-lenders of the city. The lollowing are 
among the parties reported as having made 
loans to W. E. Gray <fc Co.: Howes «!c Macy, 
$75,000; Brown Lovciidge, $10,000; Ver 
midge »teCo., $50,000; Mechanics’ Bank, $30,- 
000; Coleman Benedict, $18,000; J. N. Ewell 
& Co., $25,000; E. P. Scott, $40,000. 

MONETARY. 

The money market was sharp 7 per cent, 
currency to 7 per cent, gold on call.

THE GUNBOA T9. 

An immense crowd has been lounging all 
day near the dock in the neighborhood of the 
thirty Spanish gunboats. The action of the 
Government in releasing the in is openly de- 
nounced. One huudred and thirty men are 
guarding the boats from the land side. They 
stand among the loungers and not dis 
tinguishable, but all have revolvers and 
would make themselves known iu ease 
of trouble. From the water side the vessels 
are enclosed by lloating booms, sixteen 
inches in diameter, extending along their 
outer tier, and the booms are so fastened that 
it would be impossible for a rowboat to pass 
between them. Should any vessel attempt to 
approach, she would be met by the tug Mar- 
tin Kalbileisch, which is armed with a twelve- 
pound Napoleon gun, and cruises iu the 
neighborhood. Capt. Casarago will command 
the entire fleet, which is to sail to-morrow. 
Some of the gunboats are getting up steam to- 
night, and as the night wears on the guards 
on the docks arc doubled and the excitement 
among the crowd, mostly composed of ex- 
filibusters, would-be filibusters, and Cabans, 
is increasing.

The 
condition of the national finances is satislac- 
tory.
